The order entered in these dockets July 27, 2005 (served August 2, 2005, and effective 
September 1,2005), approving the Government's settlement agreement with Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, further held these proceedings in abeyance while directing the 
Government to file quarterly reports on the progress of settlement negotiations. The 
Government continues to pursue settlement with individual carriers and has been engaged 
in separate discussions with individual railroad defendants BNSF and Norfolk Southem. 

We continue actively to pursue our settlement efforts with both BNSF and Norfolk 
Southern. While we are not yet able to report a signed agreement with BNSF, we have 
made additional progress towards finalizing the settlement documents to be presented for 
Board approval. We also continue efforts toward a settlement and finalized settlement 
documents with Norfolk Southem. We will file a further report by the end of September 
2012.
